We have about 20 young ladies in training as student nurses. They are 
of the highest type young ladies. After three years of work and study in the 
hospital they go out as graduate nurses to bless suffering humanity. 

ume is given to the religious side of life both among the patients 
and enjployees. The superintendent moves freely through the hospital and 
where es feels it well he has prayer with the sick and always speaks a word 
of chedr and encouragement to the patients. He gives one evening a week 
to Biblp study and prayer with the employees. 

This year has been a good year every way. From January to August 609 


patientyhhad come and gone from the hospital. Of this number 75 were

The 75 Million Campaign launched by the Southern Baptists at the Con- 

vention in Atlanta, and by far the most comprehensive and massive undertak- 

ing |projected by any religious body in modern times, has been carried suc- 

cessfully through its initial Stage. The program as outlined called for a five 

budget of $75,000,000 to be underwritten in cash and pledges the first 

in December. This was largely oversubscribed during Victory week.
